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1 . MEDIA COVERAGE OF HIJACKING: 

- TRANSCRIPT OF TODAY S PRESS BRIEFING, WHICH INCLUDES TEXT 
OF STATEMENT MADE, SENT YOU SEPTEL. IMPRESSION HERE IS THAT 
STATEMENT SEEMED TO DAMPEN ARDOR FOR FURTHER QUESTIONS. 

- AS I INDICATED ON THE PHONE, MY CONCERN HAS BEEN THAT 
THE MEDIA WILL SUCCEED IN PRECIPITATING A PUBLIC BRAWL 
WITH THE FBI OVER THE POLICY. SINCE WE TALKED I HAVE 
CONTINUED TO TRY TO CONTAIN THE FBI PUBLICLY AND BELIEVE 
WE HAVE DONE SO. THEY UNDERSTAND THAT WE ARE NOT GOING 
TO COMMENT FURTHER AND HAVE SAID THEY ARE FOLLOWING SAME 
POLICY. HOWEVER, IT IS CLEAR THAT THE FBI DOES NOT AGREE 
WITH OUR POLICY AND AS MUCH AS SAID SO IN THE CT WORKING 
GROUP TODAY. I HAVE DISCUSSED THIS WITH BRENT AND HE IS 

AS CONCERNED AS WE ARE THAT THIS BE STRAIGHTENED OUT. I WILL 
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DISCUSS WITH HECK WHEN HE RETURNS TOMORROW. 
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MEANWHILE (THIS IS AN INCREDIBLE TOWN) FAA HAS FALLEN OFF 
THE TRAIN (WE HAD NO PREVIOUS INDICATION OF ANY PROBLEM 
WITH FAA). WE GOT WORD LATE TODAY THAT BRADSHER 
(WASHINGTON STAR, BALTIMORE SUN) GOT TO FAA AND HAS A STORY 

HE WILL RUN TOMORROW TO THE EFFECT THAT THE FAA KNEW OF NO 
SUCH POLICY AND THAT HECK SAT THROUGH THE ENTIRE OPERATION 
WITH THEM AND NEVER TOLD THEM THEY WERE DOING ANYTHING 
WRONG; EVEN WHEN MCLUCAS WAS TALKING TO THE FRENCH-SAYING

ONLY HOPE THAT TONE OF ARTICLE DOES NOT CAUSE SOVIETS TO 
DRAG THEIR FEET ON RESPONSE. 

4. FROM BOSWELL: 

THE SOVIETS HAVE FORWARDED TO US A PACKAGE OF EVIDENCE 
ON A SECOND ALLEGED NAZI WAR CRIMINAL. WE HAVE AGREED, 

AT THE REQUEST OF INS, TO FORWARD THREE MORE NAMES TO THE 
SOVIETS.

THOUGHT YOU MIGHT BE INTERESTED IN A USIA PRESS REVIEW
